BILLS HANGING FIRE 


A Half Dozen Important Measures 
▲waiting Action in the 
Legislature. 


ADJOURNMENT NOT FIXED 


Senator Royer’s Bill 
to Permit the 
Consolidation 
of 
Non-Competing 
Railroads Becomes a Law— Redis­ 
tricting Matter Again Up. 


Columbus, O., April 30.—[Special.]— 
Matters of interest still hang between 
the house and senate awaiting settle­ 
ment, causing delay in adjournment 
and making people unhappy generally. 
Not a single one of the appropriation 
bills is yet a law, and it is doubtful 
lf they will be this week; the redis­ 
tricting matter, which was once deter­ 
mined, has cropped out again; the 
primary* election 
matter hangs fire; 
the canal question is not altogether 
determined, and so arter 17 weeks of 
work the legislature has a half dozen 
Important matters which await a final 
result. From week to week the hope 
has been that the next one would be 
the last, and finally the 
house, in 
sheer desperation, adopted a ^solu­ 
tion to stop on May 5—next Monday. 
It was supposed the senate would have 
the good grace to concur, but Chair­ 
man Moore of the finance committee 
announces that the 5th is out of the 
question, and that adjournment can 
not come before the 12th, or perhaps 
the 19th. 
Thus does Mr. Moore dic­ 
tate the policy of the general assembly 
while oOer men sit supinely by and 
groan. But Mr. Moore’s desire to hold 
on so long past the usual time is not 
altogether that he may peer closely 
into the provisions of the appropria­ 
tion bills. 
He has other fish to fry, 
and other bills 
he desires to 
put 
through, some of which are now rest­ 
ing quietly in the hands of house com­ 
mittees, from which he wishes to get 
them out. Because of this, the dispo­ 
sition has been to delay the passage 
of the appropriation bills until the 
house, in its eagerness to get away, 
would take them up and put them 
through. 
But the sentiment against 
delay is strong. 
Men are tired and 
weary. 
They realize that longer de­ 
lay is dangerous, and awakens suspi­ 
cion in the minds of the people. 
A 
strong pressure has been brought to 
bear on the senate, and in view of 
that it has practically been dec ided to 
adopt a resolution to close up on the 
12th and go home. 
When the final 
day comes the members will break for 
the depots and 
scurry 
away 
like 
frightened sheep, so strong is the dis­ 
position to stop. 
• • • 
After a long fight the bill of Sena­ 
tor Royer’s to permit the consolida­ 
tion of steam railroads not competing 
nor parallel has been passed and made 
into a law. The control against it has 
been strong. The real purpose of the 
measure has been to permit the Penn­ 
sylvania company to consolidate with 
the Vandalia, which 
it 
practically 
owns and controls, so that they may 
be operated from one office and under 
one management. 
The fear was that 
the bill would permit the consolida­ 
tion of any two steam roads, thus de­ 
stroying 
competition 
and 
raising 
freight rates. But it was so amended 
and changed that any loophole per­ 
mitting such a consolidation is be­ 
ttered 
have been effectually closed. 
* • • 
The oleomargarine matter is ended. 
and the Berghegger 
bill withdrawn 
and thrown on the ash-heap. The bill 
was to regulate the sale of oleomar 
garine in the state, and provided for 
a graded license tax and tho display 
of signs wherever the 
product was 
sold. 
Mr. Berghegger's 
reason 
for 
withdrawing the measure was that the 
national law is severe enough, and is 
fully able to inflict proper punishment 
upon those who offend. 
* • • 
After seemingly having been set­ 
tled several times the 
redistricting 
matter again bobs up and promises 
to be one of the questions over which 
the legislature will fight during the 
remainder of the session, and 
then 
leave unsettled. It was argued seem­ 
ingly all around that the only change 
that ought to be made was in the 
Twelfth 
district, 
taking 
Fairfield

TIRED ONUS CROWN 


W H Y KING LEOPOLD OF BELGIUM 
MAY ABDICATE. 


Cares of State Too Burdensome For 
the Merriest Monarch In Europe. 
His K een Sense of Humor and Kind 
Heart—Tile Heir Presum ptive. 


King Leopold of Belgium, gayest of 
monarchs, whose many escapades have 
!>een a scandal in Europe for years, is 
it last in serious trouble. His present 
difficulties are due to bis subjects, who 
so far forgot “the divinity that doth 
hedge about a king” as to chase his 
royal highness through the streets of 
Brussels, threatening bodily barm. On 
top of the mobil ng conies the deport 
that Leopold is t i abdicate bis throne 
in favor of bls nephew, Prince Albert. 
An alarming feature of the situation 
in Belgium is the suspicion that pre­ 
vails as to the loyalty of the army to 
the king. Tho rank and file of the army 
are believed to be in sympathy with 
the 
present 
Socialistic - Republican 
movement. These things, it is alleged, 
have made King Leopold weary of his 
job. 
King Leopold is an up to date mon­ 
arch. 
He has always been a bard 
worker, and, though be is no longer 
young and bas a white beard of pa­ 
triarchal length, bis alertness is that 
of a man in the prime of life. 
He gets up at 5 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing, winter and summer, and by 7 
o’clock be has read, digested aud anno­ 
tated all bis vast correspondence. Some­ 
times he reads bis letters in bis study, 
but if the weather be fine be gets out 
into the beautiful park of bis palace at 
Laeken and reads them as he walks 
up and down. Exercise, hard work. so­ 
briety in eating and drinking—these 
are his sources of health and vitality. 
Few Brussels shopkeepers of good 
position live more simply than the king 
of Belgium. At 8 o’clock he has a few 
grapes, a peach and a cup of chocolate. 
At noon he takes what is called on the 
continent his second breakfast. It con­ 
sists of scrambled eggs, steak and a 
Hamburg fillet, a favorite and special 
dish of bis, and some spinach. 
Dinner is at the early and unfash­ 
ionable hour of G. and it consists of 
soup, a small entree, a bit of roast beef, 
game when in season, asparagus and a 
little fruit. He drinks just three glass-

es of wine. never more, and it is al­ 
ways a still wine. Champagne he does 
not touch. 
King Leopold is an ardent devotee 
of the automobile. 
In just thirteen 
minutes exactly every morning when 
he is at Laeken be traverses the dis­ 
tance between there and bis palace In 
Brussels. 
There is a story of his 
chauffeur being recently threatened 
with arrest by a zealous police officer 
not because of the danger to foot pas­ 
sengers, the courtly officer hastened lo 
explain, but because the speed threat­ 
ened to cause an accident to the king 
himself. 
At the age of sixty-eight King Leo­ 
pold II. is one of the gayest young fel­ 
lows in Europe. 
He married at the 
age of eighteen Archduchess Marie 
Henriette of Austria, and lier troubles 
with her royal husband began ou the 
honeymoon. 
His friendship with one 
of his wife’s retinue was apparent to 
all, and Leopold took no pains to con­ 
ceal his Infatuation. Eyer since then his 


ministers and family have been botn- 
ered constantly to keep the old man out 
of mischief. They do not succeed well. 
There Is no telling when -he is going to 
break out next 
When the lines have been drawu too 
tight on him in Brussels. Leopold 
throws off the cares of state and hies 
himself across the border to Paris. 
There be has his ding before listening 
to the dignified councilors of state who 
post after him. 
As to the reports of abdication, It is 
difficult to get at their source. 
It is 
known In his own country that King 
Leopold Is getting tired of polities, and 
the event is not at all improbable. 
Prince Albert. King Leopold’s neph 
ew, is twenty-seven years old. A year 
and a half ago he married Duchess 
Elizabeth of Bavaria, who Is one year 
his Junior. 
Theirs was a real love 
match. 
There are those who think Prince 
Albert is yet unprepared to rule, and 
that the king will walt until his pupil 
bas acquired more knowledge in the 
art of being a constitutional monarch. 
However this may be. the king’s hu­ 
mor at present points to an early abdi­ 
cation. 


Monatron* Force of Tornadoes. 
Much has been said about electricity 
as a factor for destructiveness in the 
various gyrating stormclouds known 
as cyclones, drechoes aud tornadoes. 
In all of this voluminous mass of so 
called scientific opinions and deduc­ 
tions one fact seems to have been en­ 
tirely overlooked—viz, the nlmost re­ 
sistless force of wind when moving 
with high velocity. 
When the veloc­ 
ity is but fifty miles an bour, the pres­ 
sure of nil* in uiotiou is equal to twelve 
pounds to the square foot, and when 
this velocity rises to a hundred miles 
per hour its force rises to the equivalent 
of 49.2 pounds to the square foot, the 
augmentation of force being alway*' 
proportional to the square of the ve­ 
locity. 
It needs no further elaboration or 
amplification of this statement to con­ 
vey to the intelligent reader an idea 
of the monstrous mechanical force 
which such a rapid traveling mass of 
air must have, a power great euough 
to tear down any structure that has 
yet been built by man or to uproot 
w hole forests of the largest trees now 
growing on the surface of the earth.

Chester tomorrow votes on the prop­ 
osition to issue $24,000 of bonds to 
pave First street and Carolina avenue.

One of the leading 
business men in Chester puts forward 
the following argument against bonds:

To provide a sinking fund of 
say $1,000 per year would require two 
mills. This would take 24 years to pay 
the debt off. and Increase the tax from 
four mills or 40 cents to nine mtlls 
or 90 cents, and stop any further im­ 
provements for that time.

When the Philippine bill was laid 
before the senate no one was pre 
pared to deliver a speech on it. 
Mr. 
Uodge, of Massachusetts, In charge of 
th e measure, said he felt compelled 
to press it for consideration. 
His remarks drew the fire of Mr. 
Teller, cf Colorado, who criticised th? 
Republicans for not participating in 
th e discussion. 
This precipitated the 
debate and for more than two hours 
It continued. Mr. Teller declared that 
Oeneral Smith, if he had issued such 
an order as had been attributed to 
bim, ought to be dismissed from the 
service, as ft was a disgrace to tho 
American army and to the American 
people. 
Mr. Lodge said that while he know 
little of the circumstances surround 
dog the alleged order, he did not ap­ 
prove of cruel methods in warfare, 
and every right-minded person must 
regret Oeneral Smith’s order. To him 
It was revolting. 
He defended the

A Half Dozen Important Measures 
Awaiting Action in tho 
Legislature. 


ADJOURNMENT NOT FIXED 


Senator 
Royer's Bill 
to Permit 
the 


Consolidation 
of 
Non-Competing 


Railroads Becomes 
a Law— Redis­ 


tricting Matter Again Up. 


Columbus. O., April 30.—[Special.]— 
Matters of interest still hang between 
the house and senate awaiting settle­ 
ment, causing delay in adjournment 
and making people unhappy generally. 
Not a single one of the appropriation 
bills is yet a law, and it is doubtful 
lf they will be this week; the redis­ 
tricting matter, which was once deter­ 
mined, has cropped out again; the 
primary- election 
matter hangs fire; 
the canal question is not altogether 
determined, and so after 17 weeks of 
work the legislature has a half dozen 
Important matters which await a final 
result. 
From week to week the hope 
has been that the next one would be 
the last, and finally the 
house, in 
cheer desperation, adopted a ^ so lu ­ 
tion to stop on May 5—next Monday. 
It was supposed the senate would have 
the good grace to concur, but Chair­ 
man Moore of the finance committee 
announces that the 5th is out of the 
question, and that adjournment can 
not come before the 13th, or perhaps 
the 19th. 
Thus does Mr. Moore dic­ 
tate the policy of the general assembly 
while o fter men sit supinely by and 
groan. But Mr. Moore’s desire to hold 
on so long past the usual time is not 
altogether that he may peer closely 
into the provisions of the appropria­ 
tion bills. 
He has other fish to fry, 
and other bills 
he desires 
to 
put 
through, some of which arc now rest­ 
ing quietly in the hands of house com­ 
mittees, from which he wishes to get 
them out. 
Because of this, the dispo­ 
sition has been to delay the passage 
of the appropriation bills until the 
house, in its eagerness to get away, 
would take them up and put them 
through. 
But the sentiment against 
delay is strong. 
Men are tired and 
weary. 
They realize that longer de- j 
lay is dangerous, and awakens suspi­ 
cion in the minds of the people. 
A 
strong pressure has been brought to 
bear on the senate, and in view of 
th at it has practically been decided to ! 
adopt a resolution to close up on the 
12th and go home. 
When the final 
day comes the members will break for I 
the depots and 
scurry 
away 
like 
frightened sheep, so strong is the dis­ 
position to stop.

After a long fight the bill of Sena­ 
tor Royer’s to permit the consolida- \ 
lion of steam railroads not competing : 
nor parallel has been passed and made 
into a law. The control against it has 
been strong. 
The real purpose of the 
measure has been to permit the Penn­ 
sylvania company to consolidate with 
the Vandalia, which 
It 
practically 
owns and controls, so that they may 
be operated from one office and under 
one management. 
The fear was that 
the bill would permit the consolida­ 
tion of any two steam roads, thus de­ 
stroying 
competition 
and 
raising 
freight rates. 
But it was so amended 
and changed that any loophole per­ 
mitting such a consolidation is be­ 
lieved Jo have been effectually closed. 


The oleomargarine matter is ended, 
and the Bt rghegger 
bi 11 withdrawn

was to regulate the sale of oleomar 
garine in the state, and provided for 
a graded license tax and the display 
of signs wherever the 
product was 
sold.
